The neyociation of 
Mr. Russell in London, an armistice from 
Warren or Prevost, the Mediation of 
Russia, the Mission to Gottenburgh and 
Gient, have come in so rapid a succes- 
sion, as scarcely to legye us time cnovgh 
to sit down seriously fo the great busi- 
ness of the war. We have tho’t more 
of putting an end to it, than of carrying it 
on. 

The illusion is past. — We have at 
least the satisfaction of being delivered 
from our Suspenee. ue ,α,]ſ] which, 
whether it operates on individuals or on 
nations, distracts attention and paraiizes 
exertion.

In that time 
however she has destroyed twelve British 
merchant vessels and their cargoes, the 
whole value of which, I presume, was 
hot less than two Aundred thousand 
founds sterling, Tue thirteenth mer- 
chantman we are now dispatching to the 
United Siaies—she is the first we have 
attempted to send in, but being an un 
comman last sailer, we have great hopes 
of her safe arrival; auch {or my part, with 
judi¢ious management, I have vo doubt 
of it—she is a very beautiful brig of 258 
tons, coppered to the bends and copper 
fastened, and has a very valuable cargo 
on board, consisting of brandy, wines, 
cambrics, &c. She was from Liver- 
pool bound to Bordeaux, thence to Pen- 
sacola. 

Besides these merchant vessels, we 
have whipped two of his Britannic Ma— 
jesuy’s sloops of war, and (comparative- 
ly speaking) have lost nothing. Our 
first engagement was with the Reindcer 
of 21 gurs, Which we-whipped in 19 mi- 
nutes ; our loss was 4 Killed and 22 
woundeo—the cnemy’s loss 25 filled ana 
42 wounccd; the greater part consider- 
ed mortal. The Reindeer was complete- 
ly shattered to pieces—We fought her 
in a perfec: calm, but a foremast fell o- 
ver the side the moment a light breeze 
sprung up. Our principal (and in fect 
only) damage was a shot in our foremast, 
which obiiged us to go into port to get it 
properly fished. 

Our second engagement took place be- 
tween 9 and 10 at night, and lasted 46 mi- 
autes, when the enemy, we believe, sunk.

The two houses of the National Legis- 
lature having, by a joint resolution, ex- 
pressed their desire, that inthe present 
time of public calamity and war, a day

this Proclamation, to recommend that 
Thursday the twilfthof January nevi 
be set apart as a day on wich all may 
have an opportunity of voluntarily ofer- 
ing, at the same time, in their respective 
religious assemblies, their humble ado- 
rations to the Great Sovericen of the U- 
niverse, of confessing their sins and trans-
